Columbus, Jan. 18.—Another ilood 


of proposals met the constitutional 
convention today. Fifteen came from 
one delegate alone, and others pre- 
sented several, while the general talk 
about the hall of representatives is 
that these were the mere forerunners 
of masses of proposals to he sub- 
mitted when the convention gets fair- 
ly on its feet. 


A number of plans were submitted 


for provisions for the liquor traffic 
and suggestions that the whole li- 
cense question be submitcd to the 
people. 


The other proposals embodied a 


change in almost every branch of 
•organic law and are taken to indicate 
that the i^lan of some of the dele- 
gates to shorten the-work of the con- 
vention and to revise only such laws 
as have been generally and popularly 
suggested is to be ignored. 


Delegate Aaron Halm of Cuyahoga 


county offered fifteen proposals to 
Hie convention at its opening today 
The first proposal sought to limit the 
constitution in which 
public debt 


might be incurred, renewed or ex- 
tended and provides that no debts 
shall be made without a co-incident 
tax to pay the principal and the in- 
terest. Provision No. 2 prohibits cor- 
porations 
from 
issuing stock 
or 


bonds. 


Other proposals were for making 


all state officers accountable to the 
governor, to prevent the Bible or sec- 
tarian teaching in the public school, 
providing for the nonrpartisan elec- 
tion ot judges and public school of- 
ficials, making void all legislation 
by fraud, common pleas judges, with 
two necessary for agreement, abol- 
ishment of grand juries and coro- 
ners, these duties to divert to the dis- 
trict attorney, prohibiting a United 
States Senator of State Senator from 
holding a seat in the general assem- 
bly, 
requiring the supreme court to 


accompany its decisions with a con- 
cise reason,- requiring the constitu- 
tionality of a law to be acted upon 
before it becomes effective, to forbid 
the permission 
of a person to be 


placed in jeopardy twice in the crim- 
inal action, prohibiting a double tax 
except on mortgages, bonds or cor- 
poration assest. 


Although to a degree Mr Bigelow 


remembered his opponents in hand- 
ing out the chairmanships, he did not 
lorget his friends. 
The most pow- 


erful committees are headed by the 
latter. 


In the naming of the chairman of 


thf committee on liquor traffic the 
wets score a victory. Heading that 
commitee is Stanley Bowdle of Cin- 
cinnati, a confirmed liberal. As pre- 
dicted Robert Grosser of Cleveland 
lands as chafi-man of the initiative 


and referendum committee. 
These 


two committees will be more exten- 
sively in the spotlight than any oth- 
ers. 


Judge Hiram D. Peck, who is cho- 


sen chairman of the judiciary and bill 
of rights committee, is one of the old- 
est attorneys in the state. 
He was 


at one time on the superior bench 
at Cincinnati, where he sat with Pres- 
ident Taft. 


The chairmanship of the important 


committee on taxation goes to Ed- 
ward W. Doty of Cleveland, and that 
of the committee on short ballot to 
John D. Fackler of Cleveland, both 
Bigelow's friends. 


George S. Stilwell 
of Cleveldhd, 


who heads the labor committee, is a 
union leader, and his appointment 
is pleasing to labor advocates. 


W. S. Kilpatrick, Trurabull coun- 


ty, who heads the committee on equal 
suffrage and elective franchise, is a 
staunch champion of the cause of 
woman's suffrage. 


Mr. Bigelow's most marked recog- 
nition of his opposing camp in the 
convention lies in his appointment of 
E. L. Lampson of Ashtabula county, 
as chairman of the good roads com- 
mittee and in the appointment of W. 
S. Harris of the same county as the 
chairman of the committee on legis- 
lative and 
executive 
departments. 


Both these committees are important. 
Mr. L/ampson is a strong advocate of 
good roads and the farmer delegates 
especially are' pleased with this ap- 
pointment. 
Added 
importance is 


given Mr. Harris' committee since it 
probably will 
receive 
the recall 


amendments. 


Mr. Norris, the most bitter oppo- 


nent of Mr. Bigelow in the presiden- 
cy fight, is duly recognized in, being 
given, the chairmanship of the public 
works committee, a rather valuable 
assignment.

police, attendants and nurses

tled furiously with frenzied insane 
patients, the Emergency Hospit'al at 
Dunning last evening burned aknosf 
tp the ground. 


Aifter heroic work the patients, in- 


sane and tubercular, some scarcely 
able to walk, were herded together 
and marched out 
of the 
blazing 


hospital just "half an Ihomr 
before 


the "whole interior of the 
structure 


collapsed. 


The, entire five-story structure.tho 
oldest 'of the Dunning- institution 
structures, is a run.

Fire .Marshal Zubcr to Governor Har- 
mpu. submitted Monday. There were 
S5 convictions iu JJM1, which is 
IU 


more-, than were- secured in any pre- 
vous year. The loss of $(5.952.320 in 
1910 
was reduced 'to $5,-100,000 in 1911. 


Of the 85 convicted. 14 
were' at- 


tempting to defraud 
insurance com- 


panies, 2li were actuated by malice or 
revenge, three were trying to conceal 
crimes, 11 were insane or fire fteuds, 
while mischief was responsible for in 
fires. 


Mr. Zuber reports that the new flr« 


inspection law is a complete success 
and has resulted in the demolition of 
a large number of fire traps iu the 
principal cities. 
Ten times as many 


inspections were made since the "de- 
partment has had authority 
to en- 


force its orders as -were made prior 
ito the enactment of the law. 


The increased work made necessary 


some increase in expenditures. 
The 


total for the year was $70,408.15. The 
department has a small balance in_ iU 
appropriation. 
Commenting on 
the 
fire prevention work, Mr. Zuber says: 
"The moral hazard in Ohio is .better 
than in any other state in the Union."
